Poverty and the Writer. 


Writing of Edmund 
mon, the hanker-poet, and of the rela- 
tion of money to literature, The 
Charleston News and Courier says: 

“Tt stands to reason that no man can 
accomplish the best Mterary or artistic 
work when sorely pressed by poverty, 
for not only {fs the temptation great to 
work too hastily, in order to gain the 
‘money his work will bring, but !t !s 
almost impossible that the mind should 
be in a condition to do its best under 
such circumstances. The fact that some 
few of the finest examples in both art 
and literature have been the work of 
ren who were almost starving shows 
that these cases are but the exceptions 
that prove the rule, that men do the 
best mental work when free from anxi- 
ety and physical discomfort.” 

It is possible to put fn a qualified 
dissent to this reasoning. 

Given ability, of course, there can be 
no question that poverty has proved a 
spur to men who make books as well as 
bread. "ithout its stimulation, much 
genius would have been lost to history. 


“A Little Patience in Order.” 
(From The Albany, N. Y., Herald.) 
The Atlanta Constitution is complain- 

ing of inefficient mail service in the 
south due to delays of mail trains and 
missing of connections, and demands 
that the government ehall penalize al! 
railroads on whose lines such delays 
ma yoccur, by withholding from them 
part of the compensation which they 
are entitled to receive for carrying the 
mails. 

Of course, ff it can be shown that the 
railroads are to blame for delayed 
mails, that there ts negligence in the 
running of trains, that time schedules 
are made without proper calculation 
reasonably close connections, it 
will be in order for the government 
to take such steps as will cause the 
railroads to bestir themselves and pfo- 
vide proper service. 

Rut has The Constitution considered 
the fact that during many months tfe 
railroads of the south have been 
harassed by radical state legislation 
and by arbitrary orders of state com- 
missions: that they have been com- 
pelled to take off trains because rate 
reduction mandates made it Impossible 
to run them except at a loss; that a 
eondition of demoralization was thus 
produced, in which adequate and effi- 
cient transportation service became vir- 
tually an impossibility? 

Recently there has been reaction 
from pernicious radicalism tn the south, 
but it may be belleved that even with 
some of their handicaps removed, the 
railroads will require a little time to 
get their running schedules in order 


again. 

It would seem, t 
as well to await developments tor 4a 
little while, instead of clamoring at 
once for the imposition of severe pen- 
alties.

The strong feature of the market was 
the group of. copper industrials, with 
sympathetic effect on other metal in- 
dustrials.

The significance of 
the rebound in the price of the metal 
is somewkat obscured by the specula- 
tive conditions which surround its 
market, espe@tially that for London 
Copper warrants. The course of cop- 
per gives evidence, however, that the 
sales of the metal effected on the re- 
cent decline have perceptibly relieved 
the pressure of supplies seeking a 
market. Many assertions were circu- 
lated today of the volume of sales 
which have been made, but these were 
given without credited authority, and 
official sanction was not obtained for 
them. The resumption of dividends. by 
the Brooklyn Union Gas Company gave 
an upward impetus to the stock of its 
associate company, Consolidated Gas. 
It was reported from the loan crowd 
at the stock exchange that return of 
borrowed stocKs was a prominent fea- 
;ture of the day’s operations, thus cor- 
roborating the suspicion of the retire- 
ment of the short contracts going on. 

There was a conspicuous rise in 
Louisville and Nashville, which was 
attributed to the substance of the 
statement made by the president of the 
company relative to the wage-reduc- 
tions question. That question continued 
to receive much discussion in the 
financial district, tog ‘her with the 
probable bearing on it o1 the investiga- 
tion of conditions, ordered by the pres- 
ident of the United States.
